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PREFATORY NOTE. 


‘Tau following (abridged) version of Bach’s “Passion of Our Lord” (according to St. 
Matthew), although it is hoped that it may be useful to others besides, has been published 
mainly for the convenience of the Members of the Choir and others attending its annual 
performance in St. Paul’s Cathedral on the Tuesday in Holy Week. ‘fhe experience of a 
good many years had aJready justified the particular selection made, and with the exception 
of the additional air and chorus ‘“ With Jesus I will watch and pray,” the numbers remain 
exactly as they have been from the time that this annual performance was first commenced. 

But apart from the convenience of a special edition, in which the numbers would follow 
each other in regular sequence, according to the order of the performance itself, it was thought 
advisable at the same time to take the opportunity of making some slight modification in the 
words and, in one or two instances, in the arrangement of the music. 

The words, as they stand in the former and complete edition (published by Messrs. 
Novello and Co.), are a more or less literal translation from the original German. And 
whether it be due to the difference between Lutheran Theology and our own, or only to the 
impossibility of expressing the ideas of the original writer in an alien tongue, it ig undeniable 
that several passages contain expressions which, if not inconsistent with orthodox teaching 
ji.e., according to the views of an English Churchman) are at least misleading in their 
tendency; while there are others the exact meaning or relevancy of which it is difficult to 
ascertain. Hence the present attempt to try and remedy some of these defects. And if in 
the effort thus made it is thought that in some instances (notably, e.g., in the chorus ‘“ The 
lightnings and thunders of hell loose are broken’’) the dramatic force of the original is 
somewhat impaired, it is hoped that, having regard to the aim of the Oratorio itself, to say 
nothing of the object of its performance as part of a religious service in Church, the substitu- 
tion of words and sentiments more exactly in accordance with the teaching of our Lord will 
more than compensate for any loss sustained. 

With regard to the music, the chief liberty taken is the sub-division of the bars in the 
first chorus, so that this movement instead of appearing, as originally, in i time, now 
appears in . The effect of this change upon the music is practically unappreciable, but its 
advantages to the performers are great. For by reason of the length of the original bars, 
and the number of accidentals they sometimes contained, it was found that, even with skilled 
performers, the correct rendering was apt in places to become extremely uncertain. 

Attention is also called to the fact that in the original edition of this work the airs 
‘Grief for sin” and ‘Jesus, Saviour, I am Thine,” are repeated (al fine) from the com- 
mencement. But in view of the particular purposes for which this edition has been compiled, 
it has been thought expedient to curtail these rather long movements, and (following the 
precedent given in the air ‘‘ Have mercy upon me, O Lord’) to repeat only the few bars a4
